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GOVERNMENT 


Directives 


1. Military Government Directive No. 4, "Maximum Price List 
No. 3", issued and effective 27 January 1949, establishes new. mexi- 
mum prices on fish nets and net repeir materials. 


Military Government Directive No. 5, "Removal of Wage Res- 
trictions", issued 27 January 1949, effective 1 February 1949, re- 
moves wege ceilings on enployees of native individuals, companies, 
private enterprises, and the Ryukyuan Provisional Governments, but 
not on employees of military installations and contractors or com- 
panies heving contractual relationship with military agencies where 
such employees are orovided with special trade store privileges. 
The following Military Government Directives are also rescinded: 
No. 20 - Sec II, dated 1 December 1946; No. 21 - Sec II, dated 20 
December 1946; No. 10, dated & April 1947; No. 20 - Amendment 1 - 
Sec II, dated 24 April 1947; No. 20 Change 2, dated 17 July 1947; 
No. 20 ~ Change 3, dated 11 August 1947; No. 45, deted 16 October 
1947; No. 54, dated 20 December 1947; No. 5, dated 14 January 1948; 
No. 12, dated 26 February 194€; No. 21, dated 20 April 1948, No. 27, 
dated 6 August 194€. 


Militery Government Directive No. 6, "Maximum Price List 
No. 4", issued 31 January 1949, effective 1 February 1949, estab- 
lishes new maximum vrices on imported foods. 


‘ilitary Government Directive No. 7, "Release of Funds 
Withdrewn in Accordence with Finencial Administrative Orders Num- 
ber 3 and 4", issued and effective 3! January 1949, permits the 
release of all private funds which were being held by the Bank of 
the Ryukyus. This directive also rescinds all Financial Adminis- 
trative Orders. 


Financis] Administretive Orders Number 3 and 4 were issued 
at the time of the currency conversion in September 1946. They pro- 


vided that money turned in for conversion would be impounded, 
and thet the head of each family would be permitted to with- 
draw eech month ¥ 150.for himself and ¥ 100 for each additional 
member of his family, until he had withdrawn all money he had 
turned in. 


Military Government Directive No. ©, "Cargo Tariff", is- 
sued 7 February 1949, effective 20 Februsry 1949, esteblishes new 
regulations and rates regerdinge cargo shinped on vessels operated 
by the Ryukyuvan Weter Transvortation Depertment. 


Militery Government Directive No. 10, "Food for Patients 
in Institutions", issued and effective 15 Februery 1949, establishes 
¥ 4.00 per dey per vatient ag the cost of food procured from Mili- 
tary Government Civilian Supply Department for hospitels, orpvhen- 
ages, leper colony, etc. 


Militery Government Directive No. 11, "Rescission", is- 
sued and effective 15 Februery 1949, rescinds Militery Government 
Directive No. 35, dated 25 October 194, subject: "Regulation 
for Cargo Vehicles". 


Military Government Directive No. 12, "Sake Tax", issued 
21 Februsry 1949, effective 1 January 1949. This directive will be 
incorporated «s Section XIII to Militery Government Directive 
No. 7, dated 31 Merch 1947. This directive levies a special tax 
of ¥ 24,000.00 per month on each sake mill in Okinawa Gurto, plus 
a tax of ¥ 3,000.00 per koku (39.7 gallons) per month on seke menu- 
factured by each mill in excess of 8 koku per month, except that 
production in excess of & koku may be applied sgeinst a previous 
. month (within 6 month period) where production did not reach the 
minimum requirements. The directive also provides maximum fine of 
¥ 10,000 end imprisonment of one year for violators of this direc- 
tive. 


2. Northern Ryukyus Militery Government Directive No. 1949-1 
"Maximum Price List No. 1", issued 3] Jenuery 1949, effective 1 
February 1949, establishes new maximum prices on ell POL products. 


Northern Ryukyus Militery Government Directive No. 1949-2, 
"Schedule for Meximum Sslery end “ege Rates", issued 9 February 1949, 
effective 1 December 1948, esteblishes new moximum selaries for go- 
vernmental end municipel employees. Northern Ryukyus Directive No. 
1947"1°, "Schedule of Maximum Selery and Wege Rates No. 1", is 
emended by this directive. 


” POLITICS 


3. When free trade has been in existence for severel months 


in the Ryukyus, es a result of the issuance of Special Proclama- 
tion No. 33, dated 26 October 1948, it wes felt by Military Go- 
vernment that an upward revision of prices of immorted civilian 
supplies should be made, consistant with local market prices. 
Implemented by Militery Government Directive No. 9, dated 31 
Januery 1949, prices on imported foods were raised to eque! 60 
percent of the open market prices on locally produced foods. 


Numerots meetings were held during the month by volitical 
end governmental organizations on Okinawe Gunto regsrding the in- 
creose in prices of imported foods to the Ryukyus. The lergest, 
called by the People's Perty, wes held at Nahe on 20 Februery, 
with 3,000 persons present. 


Nekesone, Genwa, of the Democratic Alliance Party, seid 
in his speech thet the OCA officisels did not protest the price in- 
creeses beceuse their own salaries were being reised. (In reality, 
the Chiji and other officiels colled on Militery Government to re- 
medy the situation caused by the increase in prices.) Mr. Naka- 
sone called on the present administretion to resign. 


Senega, Kemijiro, of the People's Party, ssid substantially 
the same things es Nekasone, but added, "We must not forget thst 
the Communists in Chine sre erout to rule all of China end that the 
Communist Army in Vorth Korea is about to move south". 


4. Similar meetings were held: in Naha on 13 February by the 
Nahe Assembly at which 1600 persons were present; by the Shuri 
Assembly with 700 persons in attendance; at Ishikawa on 16 February 
by the Ishikawa Assembly, et which 400 persons were in attendsnce; 
eat Itomen on 25 Februery, sponsored by the Socialist Party, with 
500 persons present.

ll. During Februery the Central and Branch Prisons produced 
11,473 pounds of food which is 49 percent of the food consumed 
during the month. Food production showed en increase of 2,151 
pounds from Jenuary. 


12. Manufacture of industrial products by the prisoners 
brought e sale value of ¥ 34,555. Prisoner laborers employed by 
Militery Government and Bucknerville Housing Area earned ¥-34;8000 
in February. The increase is due to raising the pay of prisoners 
in accordance with Military Government Memorandum No. 2, which 
increased by 100 percent the salaries of Ryukyuan employees of 
military using agencies. 


13. The fish catch, shoe repair and miscellaneous consign- 
ment work netted ¥ 4,413.40. Total revenue wos ¥ 73,768.40. The 
profit of ¥ 3,495.50 for February based on third quarter figures 
will not actually compensate the increase in prison official 
selaries and cost of subsistence. A more accurete comparison 
between revenue and expenditures will be msde for the month of 
March when monthly expenses have been figured, based on salary

and subsistence cost increases.

2. Standard prefebriceted houses constructed in Skinaws in 
Februcry totaled 609. The decreese is due to # iack of materials. 
Public buildings constructed of wood were: one dispenssry with 
thetched roof; and one warehouse with wood end roofing paper roof; 
3 quonsets to be used for offices; 2 quonsets for the hospital at 
Kochinds; one quonset for & primary school. 


In the Southern Ryukyus 24 prefebricated houses were con- 
structed; 12 with tile roof end 12 with thatched roof. Conssructed 
with rehabilitation funds were 6 freme buildings with tile roofs 
and one quonset; under construction are 14 frame buildings ana one 
stone buildins; two frame buildings and 1 stone building were re- 
paired.

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FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS : 
Bank of thé Ryukyas | 


1. Deposits by Provisional Governments in the Bank of the 
Ryukyus increased from 99 million yen on 31 December 1943 to 122 
million yen on 31 January 1949. Deposits, other then those of 
Military Government and Provisional Gevernments, decreased from 
112 million yen on 31 December 1948 to 88 million yen on 31 Zan- 
vary 1949. This was due principally to the payments fer supplies 
by the mures to the Provisional Governments. 


Bank loans increased from 51 million yen on 31 December 
1948 to 59 million yen on 31 January 1949. 


Postal Savings & Life Insurance Systems 


2. It wes directed that funds of the postsl savings and life 
insurance systems in the Northern Ryukyus be deposited in a special 
account in the Bank of the Ryukyus, where they will accrue interest 
at an annual rate of 3.4%. 


3. Pending approvel of its charter, the life Insurance Con~ 
pany of Okinawa Gunto wes authorized te underwrite Workmen's Cou- 
pensation in a division of the company. The company started in~ 
suring employers of native labor. 


Finance Companies 
4. The Interdependent Finance Company of Ifiyako was chartered 


as part of a plan to re-organize the finance companies in the Rru- 
kyus on a sound basis. 
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- TAXATION AND REVENUE 
Sake Tax 


5. On 7 January 77 sake manufacturers were licensed by 
Okinawa Civilian Administration. In addition to a license fee 
of ¥ 1000.00 per year, each manufacturer was required to pay, 
for the month of January, a tax of ¥ 3,000.00 per Koku (39.7 gal- 
lons) on the estimeted seke production for the month. In addi- 
tion, a special tax of ¥ 24,000 per month will be levied on each 
sake mill in Okinawa Gunto, A minimum production of 8 koku per 
month has been established. This will assure Okinawa Civilian 
Administration of a minimum annual revenue of approximately 
¥ 30,000,000.00 (based on 100 manufacturers producing the mini- 
mum requirement). 


Finance Conference 


6. At a conference of Finance Directors of the four pro- 
visional governments held at Military Government headquarters 
eerly in January, the importance of:a realistic taxation program 
wes stressed. Directors were advised that revenue from the sele 
of Military Government supplies of food and clothing would be dis- 
continued for the coming fiscal year. 


Directors were advised to discuss among themselves each 
potential revenue source, arrive sat an equitable rate, and, from 
their findings, formulate a tax program for the coming fiscal year 
to defray all operational expenses. 


Directors were further advised that Fiscal Yeer 1950 pro- 
zrams would be submitted to the Military Government Finance TDepert- 
ment before 28 February 1949. Upon comparison of programs and 
determination of adequacy, new tax rates will be established and 
disseminated in directive form to all provisional governments. 


Financial Status of the Provisional Governments 


7. It has been determined that the four provisional govern- 
ments will more than adequately meet their budget requirements 
for the Fiscal Year 1949. Revenue from 1 April 1948 to 31 January 
1949 is reported as 117 million yen, whereas the total budget is 
116 million yen. A study of the revenue for all the provisional 
governments discloses that 46 percent of the income is from Sale 
of Army Supplies, 35 percent is obtained through taxation, 14 per- 
cent through operation of government enterprise, and 5 percent 
through miscellaneous sources. The following table shows the 
breakdown of total revenue of the four governments to 31 Jenuary

19. During February the Welfare Section of the Public Health 
-and Welfare Department of Military Government established e new 
operation program for rendering general relief, This was necessi- 
tated by the reising of prices of imported foods, Applications for 
relief rose from the normal 15,000 to ae peak of approximately 50,000 
during the price increase, 


The former method of giving monetary relief wes replaced 
by issuing food relief certificates which are negotiable et mura 
stores. Such certificates are issued efter thorough investigation 
of applicants by the Military Government Mura Welfare Represente- 
tives. 


Numerous meetings were held by the OC/ and Military Govern- 
ment Welfare sections to acquaint mura mayors, welfere represente- 
tives, Interim Welfare Association members and any other interested 
parties with operation of the new program. 


ll. A school lunch progrem was ineaugureted in 3 schools in Feb- 
ruery.
